Sacred  to  the  Memory  of  Frank  Si  theron  Esquire,  of  Darrington  in  the  County 
of  Tork,  and  of  Kirklington  in  the  County  of  Nottingham,  youngest  son  of  Wil- 
liam Sotheron  Esquire  and  Sarah  his  wife,  Admiral  of  her  Majesty's  White 
Squadron  of  the  Fleet.  Ho  was  actively  employed  in  the  service  of  his  Country 
for  upwards  of  40  years.  Distinguished  as  much  for  his  Courage.  Intrepidity  and 
Skill,  as  for  his  Benevolence  and  acts  of  Friendship  to  all  who  required  his  aid. 
His  candid  and  honourable  mind  and  extreme  generosity  of  disposition  secured  to 
him  the  esteem  and  Attachment,  Not  only  of  his  brother  Officers  and  all  who  had 
the  happiness  of  being  under  his  command,  but  also  of  an  extensive  circle  of
